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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HOUSING  AND 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  my  first  report  for  the  nine 
month  period  - 1st  April  to  31st  December  1974. 

It  will  be  recalled  that,  prior  to  the  reorganisation  of  Local 
Government  and  the  Health  Services,  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
were  required  to  produce  regular  Annual  Reports  as  a statutory 
duty.  This  obligation  no  longer  rests  on  Community  Physicians 
who  act  as  Medical  Advisers  to  the  newly  formed  councils,  but  it 
is  my  intention  to  produce  regular  Annual  Reports  on  the  Health 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Wrexham  Maelor  Borough  Council. 

My  reasons  for  this  are  manifold.  Mainly  the  statistics  con- 
tained therein  provide  a wealth  of  information  vital  in  gauging  the 
present  and  future  health  needs  of  the  community,  including  of 
course.  Environmental  Health  which  is  one  of  the  prime  functions 
of  the  new  District  Councils.  As  the  newly  formed  District  Council 
is  the  result  of  direct  amalgamation  of  three  former  councils  with 
relatively  minor  adjustments  (the  loss  of  two  former  Wrexham 
Rural  District  parishes  to  Glyndwr)  it  will,  in  future  years,  be 
fairly  easy  to  directly  compare  statistics  with  the  past.  However 
the  period  under  review  In  this  report  is  one  of  nine  months 
only,  and  this  in  Itself  renders  most  comparisons  difficult. 

On  an  England  and  Wales  basis  the  most  significant  fact 

to  emerge  is  that  the  Birth  Rate  continues  to  decline  and  the 
actual  figure  of  13.0  births  per  1,000  mid  year  population  is 
the  lowest  ever  recorded.  In  England  and  Wales  also  the  Still 
Birth,  Neonatal  and  Perinatal  Mortality  Rates  - all  regarded  as 
sensitive  indicators  of  standards  of  living  - continue  their  pleasing 
downward  trend.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  that  the  Wrex- 
ham Maelor  rates  are  generally  only  slightly  behind  the  England 
and  Wales  ones. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  generally  continue  to 
account  for  by  far  the  largest  number  of  deaths  followed  as  In 
previous  years  by  Cancer  and  Respiratory  Diseases  respectively. 
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Measles  continues  to  be  the  most  prevalent  notifiable  disease 
but  the  overall  total  is  pleasingly  small.  Included  are  21  new 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  nine  month  period.  This 
compares  with  only  8 notifications  in  the  combined  areas  of  Wrex- 
ham Borough  and  Rural  District  for  the  whole  of  1972  and  shows 
that  there  are  no  grounds  at  all  for  complacency  in  the  fight  to 
eradicate  this  disease. 

During  this  first  nine  months  I have  enjoyed  the  full  support 
and  co-operation  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  all  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department.  I am  also  grateful  to  the  members 
and  officers  of  the  Council  for  thier  support  at  all  times. 

I am  also  particularly  grateful  to  Dr.  J.  G.  M.  Williams  for  his 
diligence  in  undertaking  the  onerous  task  of  the  day-to-day  work 
within  the  district.  His  experience  and  support  have  been  invaluable 
in  maintaining  and  developing  the  services  during  this  difficult 
transitional  period.

Yng  Nghymru  a Lloegr  hefyd,  mae'r  Cyfr- 
addau  Marw-enedig,  Newydd  Enedigol,  a Marwolaethau  Am-enedigol- 
oll  yn  cael  eu  hystyried  fel  arwyddion  cywir  o safonau  byw-yn  dal  i 
leihau.  Fe  welir  oddiwrth  y.Tablau  nad  yw  cyfraddau  Wrecsam 
Maelor  ond  ychydig  ar  ol  cyfraddau  Cymru  a Lloegr. 
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Mae  clefyd  y Galon  a'r  Cylchrediad  yn  parhau  i gyfrif  am  y 
rhan  fwyaf  o farwolaethau;  yn  cael  eu  dilyn,  megis  mewn  blynydd- 
oedd  cynharach,  gan  Ganser  a Chlefydau  Anadlol.

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MEDICAL  RECOMMENDATIONS  RECEIVED  FOR  RE-HOUSING

The  medical  recommendations  are  received  from  several  sources,  the  vast 
majority  coming  from  General  Medical  Practitioners;  other  sources  include 
hospital  medical  staff  and  social  workers,  community  nursing  and  health  visiting 
staff,  and  also  the  Social  Services  Department.  Most  of  the  recommendations 
from  these  sources  are  received  by  the  Housing  Department,  and  are  then  passed 
on  to  the  District  Community  Physician  for  his  observations.  Many  doctors,  for 
ethical  reasons  and  in  the  interest  of  medical  confidentiality,  quite  correctly 
write  to  the  District  Community  Physician  direct. 

Each  case  is  investigated  and  the  medical  information  considered  in  relation 
to  the  need  for  rehousing.  A large  proportion  are  interviewed  by  appointment  at 
either  Rhostyllen  House  or  No.  1 Grosvenor  Road,  or  are  visited  at  their  homes, 
particularly  if. they  are  elderly  and  infirm.  In  cases  with  additional  environmental 
factors,  particularly  housing  defects,  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is 
sought. 


REMOVAL  OF  PERSONS  IN  NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  as  amended  by  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951,  enables  the  District  Council  on  the 
recommendations  of  its  medical  adviser  to  apply  for  a court  order  for  the 
compulsory  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  who:- 


(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being 
aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living 
in  insanitary  conditions,  and 


(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention. 


No  formal  action  under  this  Section  was  taken  during  the  period  1st  April 
to  31st  December  1974,  but  several  elderly  persons  were  visited.

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Numbers  immunised  against  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Smallpox,  Measles  and  Rubella  in  the  District 
during  the  period  1st  April  to  31st  December  1975.

Vaccination  to  tuberculous  negative  children  in  the  12-13  year  age  group  has 
continued;  in  1974  a total  of  1638  children  were  skin  tested  of  whom  1392  were 
given  B.C.G.  Vaccination.  63  pupils  were  found  to  be  naturally  positive  - a 
positive  rate  of  3.84%. 


CHILD  HEALTH  CLINICS 


Child  Health  Clinics  are  held  in  19  centres  within  the  Wrexham  Maelor 
District.  The  majority  of  the  premises  used  are  purpose-built  but  in  four 
villages  the  clinic  is  held  in  premises  rented  by  the  Health  Authority  on  a 
sessional  basis.  One  village  is  visited  by  a mobile  clinic.

PUBLIC  ENQUIRIES. 

Appeals  were  received  in  respect  of  nine  clearance  areas,  but  one  was 
with-drawn.  Of  the  remaining  eight,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Wales,  confirmed 
six  orders  without  "modification"  and  two  orders  with  slight  modification.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Thirty-three  samples  of  water  from  the  various  districts  supplied  by 
the  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Chester,  for  bacteriological  examination. 
All  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Seven  samples  were  submitted  for 
chemical  analyses,  and  these  also  proved  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  eighteen  samples  from  private  supplies  within  the 
Borough  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Eleven 
proved  satisfactory  and  seven  unsatisfactory. 

Certain  works  were  carried  out  in  relation  to  the  unsatisfactory 
private  water  supplies,  resulting  in  further  samples  being  satisfactory. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  Wrexham  Baths  are  regularly  visited  and  I give  below  the 
bacteriological  results  of  the  water  samples  taken  during  the  year.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955,  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES

Within  the  Borough  area  we  have  a Municipal  Abattoir  and  six 
privately  owned  Slaughterhouses. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  annual  through-put  at  these 
establishments,  together  with  information  regarding  condemned 
animals.

SECTION  2,  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 

During  the  year,  a total  of  forty-six  complaints  were  received  from 
the  public,  in  respect  of  food  being  sold,  which  was  not  of  the  nature, 
substance  or  quality  demanded.  Every  complaint  was  investigated  and 
it  was  found  that  no  further  action  was  necessary  in  forty-one  cases. 

In  the  remaining  five  cases,  however,  reports  were  submitted  to  the 
Legal  Department  of  the  Council  with  a view  to  legal  action  being 
taken. 

Nine  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Chester,  for  analyses.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1945.
